Hungarian 
-EX-Official 
Confesses © 


Budapest, September 10. 

The Hungarian Government an- 
nounced tonight thot Laszlo Rajk, 
former Communist foreign minis- 
ter, had confessed to plotting 
with Marshal Tito to assassinate 
the three top Hungarlan Com- 
munists and then tnke over Hun- 
gary by force. 

“T was told by the Yugoslav 
Mintster of the Interior, Alexan- 
der Rankovic, that the peaple’s 
democracies must be unified with 
Yugoslavian ond Marshal Tito at 
the top," Rajk sald according to 
the Hungarian public prosecutor, 
Rajk and seven co-defendants 
will go.on trial Friday on charges 
of treason and esplonage. 

The indictment charged , that 
the conspirators, were attempting | 
fo make Hungary a colony of 
Yugosiavin with the backing of 
“American imperialism.” It  in- 
dicated thet all hud confessed. 

The prosecutor's announcement 
quoted Rajk as saying in pre-trial 
testimony "I maintalned con- 
sistent and systematic contact 
with American agents.” Accord- 
Ing to the indictment ‘“Rankovic 
gave Rajk Instructions from Tito 
on how to liquidate the present 
lenders of the Hunghrian Com- 
munist Party und the Hungarsan 
state.” | 


Ingenious Plan 


Earmarked for assassination 
wera Vice Premier Matyas 
Rakosl, Minister of Defence 
Mihaly Farkers and Head of the 
People’s Economic Councl! 
Erno Gero, the Indictment 
stated. It charged that this 
Ingenious plan was organise 
by Tito and repeatedly dis. 
cursed by Tito, Rankovic and 
Rajk, with Rankovic crossing 
the border Illegally at one time 
to meet Rajk secretly in Hun- 
garian soll.

Washington has decided to 
close the Consulate at Han- 
how and withdraw the entire 
staff, while the staffs of the 
American Embassy in Nan- 
kings and the American Con- 
sulate in Shanghai will be re- 
duced by a half. A brief ex- 
planation by the State De- 
partment — said that the de- 
cisions had been taken ‘in 
view of the attitude of the 
Chinese Communist authori- 
ties towards foreisin diplom- 
atic representatives.

Murder And 
Madness

On January 20, 1843, 
Edward Drummond, private 
setretary {o Sir Robert Peel.

Whitehall. 

The murderer wos a wild-eyed 
young Scotsman from Glasgow, 
Daniel Macnaghten, who admit- 
ted that he had been Jying in 
wait for the Prime Minister and 
hind shot his secretary by mis- 
tuke, = 

1’ won became clear that Mac- 
na, on, was suffering from 
vioh t delusions of persecutlon 
by tne “Tories and -Paptsts.” 

In spite of the Jack of any pre- 
cise rule as to the defence of In= 
sanity at that time, when he 
came up for trink at the Old 
Bailey the Lord Chief Justice, 
after’ medical evidence had been 
heard, ordered his acquittal on 
the ground of Insanity. 


Protest Storm 


This verdict. coming at o period 
of great polltical unrest, ralscd a 
storm of protest. The newspapers 
were, flooded with letters attack- 
ng it. 

The young Queen Victoria her- 
sel! wrote to. Sir Robert Peel 
that: “The proof of the wretch 
Macnoghten's madness seems to 
the Queen to be very slight, and 
indeed there should be.a differ~ 
ence between that madness 
which is such that a man knows 
not what he docs and madness 
which docs not prevent a man 
from purposcfully buying pistols 
and then with determined pur- 
pose | watching and shooting a 

an 


Finally the matter was raised 
in the House of Lords, who de- 
cided to ask for the advice of 
the judges. 


Lord’s Questions 


The answers to the Lords’ 
questions, delivered with the au- 
thority of all. the Judges except 
one, are the famous, Macnaghten 
Rules, which have remalned un- 
changed for more than ao century 
and still.form the basis of our 
law of criminal: Insanity. - -. 

In their original form, couched 
in the turgid language of the 
early Victorian law courts , the 
rules run to great length, but 
they. may- be summarised thus: 

1. Evary man le presumed to 

be sane until the contrary, Is 

proved to the satisfaction of a 

Jury, ; 

Thus, it is for the defence to 
raise the questlon if they ywish. 
In practice it is seldom raised 
except. in capital cases, since a 
prisoncr found “guilty but ine 
snne”’ generally goes to Broad- 
moor Criminal Lunatic Asylum 
for life.

2. To establish the defence it 
muat be clearly shown that, at the 
time of committing the act, ‘the 
‘acoused was labouring under such 
a defect of reasoning from dis- 
ease of the mind as not to know 
the nature of hie act, or (if he 
did know thle) not to know that 
it was morally wrong. * 

3. Whoero em criminal act ls 
committed under some insane 
delusion as ta the ‘surrounding 
facts, the doer will be under the 
same degree of responsibility as 
it the facts had been as ho im- 
agined them ‘to be.

Why They Come Back 


By DEREK MARKS 


As the first flerce red rays of 
the equatorint sun. strike the 
placid surface of the Indian 
Ocean a ner carefully edges 
fis way out of Mombasa, and 
the hppes and ambitions of yet 
another family are dropped 
quietly overboard without 
causing a ripple upon the 
waters of Kilindini Harbour— 
“the deep place.” 

OMicial statistics, published in 
Kenya recently, show that, ex- 
cluding tourists and business visi- 
tors’ the majority of Europeans 
who left the Colony for good last 
year had Jessy than one year's 
residence there. The report de- 
clared: “This would appear to 
indicate that persons, intending to 
settle permanently = are leaving 
again after o short stay.” 

The other day I was talking to 
n former Army sergeant who had 
taken his discharge in East At~ 
rica and was now about to return 
home. In a few terse phrases he 
summed up the reasons why the 
majority of immigrants to Kenya 
return home as soon as they can: 
“Tam in building ond enrning 
£50 a month here. I'd sooner 
have £6 0 week in Bradford any 
day, and I could do more with 
it." He was a single man. 

More than anything else the 
cost of living in Kenya, and parti- 
cularly in Nairobi—the Colony's 
capital—is driving would-be sct- 
tlers back to the austerity of Bri-~ 
tain. The tragedy ts that new 
British settlers are a vital neces- 
sity to East Africa, which 1s as- 
suming an increasingly important 
role in the strategic and ccono- 
mic planning of the Common- 
wealth. 

For yopng married couples the 
position seems virtually impos-" 
sible, unless they’ have about 
£5,000 in ready cash with which 
to purchase a house und land. 

In the residential area of 
Karen, for example, just 10 miles 
outside Nairobi, where periodical- 
ly the lions from the National 
Park stage their own. safaris on 
the herds of cattle, it is impos- 
sible: to buy Jess than five acres 
of Innd—at £250 an acre.. A 
modest bungalow costs about 
£2,800 to build and then it hos 
to be furnished—o major item 
when almost oll the fittings arc 
imported and subject to duty. 


Hotel Life 


However, it is only the more 
fortunate couples who have 
either the money or the oppor- 
tunity to buy their own houses, 
For the ‘large majority it Is a 
matter of living in hotels or lodg- 
Ings. Two young friends of 
mine ‘advertised for sccommoda- 
tlon a short while ago and re- 
ceived one reply which offered a 
double ‘room and breakfast for 
£20 a week ond added: “I prefer 
quiet people who will be In be- 
fore half past nine at night and 
who attended a: public school.” 

Wages, of course, arc high, the 
average being in the region of 
£60 a month for a man and be- 
tween £25 and ‘£35 for a 
woman, and because of the high 
cost of. living, most married 
women go out to work, cven 
when their husbands are earning 
well above ‘the averago salary. 
There ‘Js o row ioe concern at 
the lack of home life for young 
children, who are left day ofter 
day in nurseries’ while: their 
mothers are out at work.‘ In 
many cases it Is not necessary for 
this to happen, but, the social life 
of the Colony, the constant round 
of entertaining, encourages it. 

At night, the neon 
Ughts of the Flamingo and Torr's 
beckon’ to the pleasure-seeker. 
Four miles away in the National 
Park, the ions, growl — and 
switch their. tails as they devour 
the carcass of'a zebra. In their 
huts in the Natlve Reservo the 
Masai warsiors plan ‘raid on the 
herds. of the nelghbouring .

‘Half of the Colony’s European 
population Ives In the very artl- 
ficial surroundings of Nairobi, but 
the other half live out , in the 
bush on farms, It is these lat- 
ter settlers who have hewn a 
colony out of the unwilling 
African soll by the sweat of 
their brow. They stil cling to 
thelr Army titles—there must be 
more Colonels in Kenya than in 
Kentucky—but in the depression 
they lived on maize ond beans. 
It is this section of the popula- 
tion which needs the invigorating 
stimulus of the new settler, who 
is ot present belng driven away. 
by the synthetic Ifo of Nalrobi, 


“Paris Of Africa” 


Kenya's capital has been called 
“the Paris of African” — a some~ 
what flattering description — but 
up in the White Highlands men 
and women are tolling day by 
doy to make the Colony as 
secure a bastion of the British 
Empire as Gibraltar. 

Already the forces of' Com- 
munism are beginning their evil 
work among the simple African 
peoples,’ and Indian seoaratism is 
encroaching upon the 80,000 Asia- 
tics who have made their home 
in Kenya. 

The obstacles. facing the Bri- 
tlsh settler are tremendous, but 
in overcoming*them .he ts doing 
more than making his own way 
in the world, he is helping to 
build up the resources of a vital 
link in Empire strategy. ‘“Natrobi 
ls not Kenya," an up-country 
farmer sald to me a short while 
ago. If more new settlers realis~ 
ed that simple truth the liners 
and aircraft leaving for Britain 
would be emptier, and Kilindini 
would not become the repository 
of so many lost hopes and abans 
doned opportunitics.

pendent war lords who are still

Amendment Sought 


But Republican Senaters Wil- 
liam Knowland and Alexander 
Smith sought an amendment to 
a $1,314,010,000 arms for free 
nations programme which would 
send shipments of ammunition. 
guns and other wenpons fer the 
anti-Communist forees in China. 

Senator Walter George told 
newsmen that he will push on 
the Senate floor his proposal to 
cut arms ald for Europe to $300,- 
000,000. The amendment was re- 
jected by 13-10 in the committee 
on Friday but George said he 
believed it would stand a good 
chance in the full Senate. 

Linking his proposal to cut 
$700,000,000 off arms spending to 
a call for “drastic cuts” in all 
government expenditures, Scna- 
tor George predicted that the 
Federal deficit will reach at least 
$5,000,000,000 by next June. 

He snid that tax increase to 
meet the deficit would be dis- 
astrous and the only practical 
solution Hes in trimming expenses 
starting with the arms pro- 
gramme.—United Press,

There Is more than a 6us-

This is a policy which is scnarce- 
ly likely to be acceptable to other 
states In South East Asia, in view 
of the Japanese war record and 
the experience of the Japanese 
co-prosperity sphere during the 
war, It cannot be expected to 
have any approval from Australia 
or New Zealand, for instance. 


The Far Eastern Commission, 
of which India is also a member, 
is yet to endorse thls policy. But 
any talk or half-conscious tolera- 
tion of the policies of General 
MacArthur’s command can only 
prove n source of discord among 
the non-Communist powers with 
Pacific interests. 

Another item which is belleved 
to have ao high place on the 
agenda for the Anglo-American 
political talks fs the delleate 
situation on the Greck-Albanin 
frontier, now manned by Greck 
troops. “ 

Athens reports indicate that 

Greek Government commanders 
were sorely tempted to continue 
thelr pursuit of the guerillas into 
Albania, a feeling: that it would 
be their only chanee of a final 
liquidation of the civil war. 
‘ ‘But a Greek jncursion into Al- 
banin might be a spark which 
would set the whole 
alight. 

The possibility that both Greece 
and Yugoslavia may move against 
Albania tn actions simultancously 
designed to partition the country 
has been almed this week by the 
authoritative Soviet periodical 
“Now Times." 

The article has been read with 
attention by diplomatic observers 
In London who tend to.draw. the 
conclusion that any move against 
Albania, even in the name of a 
“police action” against fleeing 
guerillas would attroct strong 
Sovict support for the Albanian 
Government.
